Shoots Into 
Crowd; I Dead 


ST. LO U IS (UR) — A “ rock and 
roll” fan shot into a crowd at a 
show at Kiel Auditorium Monday 
night and killed one spectator and 
wounded two others. 
The killer and a woman com­ 
panion who carried the gun in her 
purse remained at large this morn­ 
ing. 
Dead was (day G. Phelps, 42, of 
a ehest wound. 
His niece. Mrs 
Rachel Henderson, 26, was shot in 
the left foot. 
Ollie VVickerson, 43, 
was shot in the right leg below the 
knee. 
A woman seated nearby, 
Mrs. Jean Bowman, lf), suffered 
a back injury when Phelps fell on 
her. 
All involved were Negroes

was arguing with two men across 
the aisle in the upper right bal­ 
cony as 4,000 persons watched the 
“ rock and roll” show.
